34,000 Enrolled 
In School Here

Predictions by Torranee school officials last 
summer that enrollment in the city's schools would 
top the 34,000 mark hy Oct. 1 have conic true  
ahead of schedule, according to Dr. Louis Kaplan, 
assistant superintendent of schools.

Schools opened here Wednesday, Sept. 14, with 
a total enrollment of 33,090, Dr. Kaplan said. With­ 
in 10 days, enrollment had reached 34,033 and is 
still increasing, he said.

Elementary enrollment now stands at 24,429 
and high school enrollment has reached 9,604, Dr. 
Kaplan explained. This represents a gain of 636 ele­ 
mentary students and 307 high school students 'lur­ 
ing the first two weeks of classes.

Torrance High School recorded the biggest in­ 
crease, with nearly 300 students enrolling alter the 
first day of classes. Total enrollment at" Torrance 
High is now 2.227.

Victory Elementary School, the district's largest 
elementary school, became the sixth school to be­ 
gin double sessions here this fall when enrollment 
reached 1.423 students.
